land, have at this time a generation of ambitious imperious men, {ome of

but rule us like Tyrants(a degeneratekind which God never made nor owned) and demean 
themſelves more like children of diſobedience ( ſerving their own baſe luſts and pleaſures) 
then children of the moſt og: for were they ſuch, they would ſecke the will of their Fa- 
ther in hcaven and good of his _—_— But the Spirit Aith they ſhall die like men ; the 
which it may be doubted theſe men beleevenor; bur rather with the Atheiſticall Epicure 
thinke they thall dye like Beaſts, and thar the ſoule, as well as the body returnes to the { pri- 
mam materiam,) and ſo, if they can bur eſcape the hand of juſtice here, they dreame not 
of kearing of their wicked deeds hereafter ; and therefore they have reſolved (it _ 
for the accompliſhment of their own unrighteous ends, aftcr the manger of Arhrit ! 
Stareſmen, who caſt the feare of God, and conſideration of death and judgement behind 
them ) to aſſay all waies and meanes of wickedneſle, as to yow and not pay, co promiſe and 
not performe,ſwear and forſweare, covenant and breake, to feign, Hatter, and play the hy- 
pocrite, ( I had almoſt ſaid the devill) to berray, deſtroy, rob, ſpoyle oppreſie, and violate 
all law and rule of government,infringe all rights,and liberties, impriſon, perſecute,deceive 
their truſt, requite evill for good, and doe all manner of miſchicfe and injuſtice, even what- 
ſoever Sathan, and their wicked hearts ſhall "—_—_ ungo ; inſomuch that whatſoever 
Gy ſay ar make ſhew of, their evill doings declare that they belecve not an immorrallity 
and judgement : they profeiſe themlelyes Chriſtians, bur if ye obſerve and conſider their a- 
Rions,you muſt ſay (and if you were a ſtranger you would [weare they were heathens : yea 
they doc worſe then heathens ; for did ever heathens take the name of their inſenſible Gods of 
wood and ſtone, ſo frequently and ſolemnly into their mouthes, by way of cath and co- 
venant, as theſe men have done, and had it Fd litrle in reverence, and ſo little reſpe& ro what 
they have [worne; as theſe men have had the name of the great and terrible God of heaven, 
and of their cathes made unto him ? read all Stories, andſcarch all Centuries of Ages, and 
if there be any ſuch cxample of perjury, and ſwearing falſely by their God, equivalent to 
the example of theſe men of this generation,I will treely «fer my (elfe for a ſacrifice, to ex- 
piare my offence againſt their holines;and yet they are ready with Agurs Harlot, Pro. 30.20. 
to wipe their mouthes, and ſay we have done no wickednes. Bur that the truth may be made 
apparent, and _— ler us heare their promiſes, vowes and ſpeeches, and compare their 
deeds and promiles,

(through the powerful Votes of this Party)the Parliaments high dill ike and dilpleaſure, and 
it is 3 ſufficient badge,that you are an enerny, becaule you are lo to T raitors to the rate ) 
witnes the highdiflie of the Armies wite, and jult demand, of his Maj.ſtics rcyall ſent 
wan At of incempnity:& truly if they take a bare Parliament ordinance wich: ut th. Re y= 
all aflear, I will not give them oe farthing for their ſecurity; and it will be found that rh.ir 
Tudges, Chancellours, Exciſe men,and >cquelitrators, are in the ſame cale as the Souldicrs; 
And to endeayour or petition for liberty, according to the Protcitarion, is as much as to 
beg a Priſon,toſue for juitice, is to be accounted ſcdirious ; in a word, to be ſincere and 
honcſt-isro be adjudged warthy-of notruſt, inployment, or prefcrment., 

Butro make the truth, and. the wicked pratices and purpoſes of this deſtroying Party in 
both Houlcs, yet more plain and open,theſe cunning contrivers, of our intended Vaſſalage 
and thraliom, frame a combination and canfederacy by covenant with the Scots, and by 
power and ſubtilty ſurprize andenſnare therein the whole Parliament and Kingdom : (the 
which I pray read, and obſcrve) In their feigned profeſſion of ſorrow they acknowledge,

ventions equivalentto the infallillc rulc of Gods word ? to make ( dogma Presbytert ) the 
epinion of the Pricit, adzquatetc the unalterable lalt Will and”Teſtament of Jeſus Chrilt? 
only here by his Foylt , th.ſe deceitful Spirits endeavour to bring in ſomething of their 
ewn, thot with their claw- back Prieſts they may ſcem to have ſcmething rodo with Chritt in 
kis Church govetamene , and to fit cheeke by joule with him in his throne : and thus they do 
ſtili dil-cltcem the incſtim?ble benefit of the Gopell , and ppole it in the power and puri- 
ty of it ; even as their Fathers did, ſo dothcy, harden their hears againſt the Lord. Ifthe 
word of God be a ſufhcient rule to reform and govern the Church by;whar need then of any 
other partern or plarformc? The belt roformed Churches whic hare this day in Europe need 
reformation,yea the pure Church of Scotland, norwirhitanding all their prerence. 

For if you obſerve our Brethrens various double dealings, turnings and windings, ſelf ſee- 
king, and advantage-making in every butinefle they tran{2& or negotiate with us, far unbe- 
ſceming men pretending to great conlcienticuines in all things, & ſo hi_hly profeſſing the 
pcwer of Religion, in purenes of lite and converſation. Art frif they were againſt the King z 
then while he was with them, they ſpek and write hizhly for him, and now they have made 

The Scots have made *he molt they can of him,they are again become adverſaries ro him, 
more of the King. then ©2< Whilc they preſs one part of their deceirtull Covenant;as at firit 
Judas did of the King they did that pait, for bringing evill iuitruments unto condign pu= 

nihment,whilſt that Dclinquents troubled them: Aftcrward, when 
bycraft they had gotten the King among them, hoping thereby to 
have had him eſtabliſhed their Presl-ytcrian C hurch-government within this Kingdom, 
they were very zealous for that part of the Covenant which concerns the preſervation. and 
defence of his Majeſties perſon aid authority : New beth the former are torgnten and they 
are ar this inſtant excreme urgent, and importune for that part of the Coyenint which can= 
cernes the reformation of Rel iion in the three Kingdomes: in der ine, worſhi gAilcipline 
and government, according tothe word of God, and the example of the belt reformed 
Churches : by which words, ( the example cf, &c. ) they would have it granted that their 
Kitke of Scotland is the belt retormed in all the world: and therefore we are bound by this 
clauſe of the Covenant ( they conceive ) to returme by their pattern; and to wake their go. 
vernment our example ; as if they, (blind Beetles) hav obtained the very $1muum gradim of 
the government of thc Church cl Chrilt comprechended inthe Golpel : thus uling the Co. 
venant as a Waterman doth his Saile, to turn every. way, and hercby they juſtify the Scrip= 
ture Which laith, 4 double minded mants unſtable in all his wayes, lam. 1. $.-bur not one 
Word do th.y ipeak for jultice, or liberty ct the Subje&, thouyh they ſee all oppreſſion and 
viclcnce rage and raign amongſt us, this part of the Covenant they lifted up their hands as 
kighto God, and (wore 3s ſolemnly co performe, as any other, but decals they have no 
al for it, they _ it not : the tru: h is, they profeſs they know God, but in works they dc» 
ny him, being abhominable, and diſcbecient, and to every good work reprcbate. 

Bur to ſpeak more particularly of our own Presbyterian Reformers, the Scorifts of cur 
Kindome M. Holls, $14pleton, and the ret of the zealous hypocrites, ( with their: Antichii- 
tian Prieſts ) Covenanters, they (ware yuu ſee my Friends to endeavour a reformation in 
Religicn according tothe word of God, ana the Parliament as ſcemingtoadhere enly ro 
this (ure and-alone necefſary and ſufficient rule fer reformation,and not ts take the bare opi= 
nions of men far granted truths, without jnſtibcation from the word cf Ged ; to which end 
they long lince propounded queries egnccrning the ſaid government, forthe. Aſſembly ro

Miniſter of the ſaid Afﬀſcmbly , that was , or ſhould bepreſent at the debate of any of theſe 
Queſtions ſhould upon every reſolution that wasto be preſented totheHouſe concerning the 
ſame , ſubſcribe his reſpcive name, either with the affirmative or negative , as hee ſhould 
give his vote , and that they which ſhould diflent from the major part , ſhould ſet down their 
politive opinions /, with the exprefſe rexts of Scriptures upon which their opinions were

ly well furniſhed and provided of monies and all needfoll ſupplies at his firſt ſertiog forth, 
lid retaine the more ability and firength, and had the moſt monies for his ſupport 
throughont : but alas he was nct ſo knowing in the way, nor skilfu)l as the other, to avoid 
the dangers therein : R—_—_ he promiſerh rhe other affiſtance with bis purſe, and 
ſtren > tocarry him through all fraits, till they come to their journies end, ſo that he 
would be aiding and aſſiſting to him with his couaſell and advice , for the ſuppreſſing and 
paſfing ofthoſe oppolitions and perills, which were in the way yer unpaſſed ; both agreed 
rejoyced, and on they jeurnied, with all reciprocali officioaſnefſe , and reſpe& cach to o- 
ther (the weake ran hee wanted not ſupply er ſupport , the other hee wanted no comfor- 
table words, counſel! , or politick advice) untill after many extremicics and ftraights 
paſt, they came to the laſt and greateſt 3 and that was a ſtcep craggie mountaine ; full 
of ftraight paſſages, Nippery by-waics, and dubious windings , with deſperate precipices 
on each fide ; the faire and ſafe way which led to a better end, lying dire&t in the mid» 
dle.

up the hill) and taking an occafion ts quarrel] with him, abovr ſome flip, denyall of ſome 
monies, or negle@ of his advice, fell upon him and beatc him, bound him, and robbed 
him of his money and recafizre, and th left him fark middeſt of a thicker, deſtinne and 
lo deſtroyed and undone. The weake weary man yee may ſuppoſe to be the Parliament : 
The ſtronger and berter provided, to be the wiſe Lord Major, Aldermen, and Common- 
councel-men, with the rett of the Presbyteriall fation in Londen : The Mountaine to 
bethe Presbyrers defigne : and the Staffe to be rhe Militia , which is now pur into the 
hands of che Presbyterian party in London. The application I leave to OE 
of them, and of all judicious Cirizens, and Commoners of England. And will conclude 
with wiſe Solomon , There is no new thing under the Sunne : that which hath been is 
now : And what is there that hath been, which may not be againe ? Premoniti przmn- 
niti, forewarned halfe armed, and ( przviſa minus 1zdunt ) things fore-ſeen doe lefle 
hurt. I wiſh you really well, yee grave Citizens of London , for your owne and Eng- 
lands ſake ; and God make you diſcerning and wiſe , that yee may nor By the diſſembling 
epiſtlcs and ſpeeches of a deceirfull hypocricicall Nation , and the ſubcill ſophiſtry of an 
ambirious aſpiring party in boch Houſes of Parliament, ſuch as Stapleron, Hollis, &c. and 
of the proud, covetous Clergy , be made the inſtruments (after you have ſerved their 
rurnes) of your owne ruine and the LanJs.

* Marke. incfc&: yet the looſer will ſpeake, and the opprefied will cry out : nor, 
by the power of heaven 1ball my tongue be filent, or my Penne be flack, for the cauſe of 
God and this miſerable Land ; untill thcy doe ſer themſelyes in a way that is right, and cxe- 
cure juſtice and judgement. ; 
Is it not more then hightime to ſpeak agd tire , when our juſt and lawfull Petitions are 
not on:ly rejeRed, but intamouſly burned as ſcgitious, our inveterate Encmics armed, our 
perſons for preſenting our grievanees, illegally impriſoned : whea we are voted out of our 
Rights and Priviledges contrary to all Law and cuſtome of Parliament. All men may now 
ſee, and plainly underſtand, that it is altogether vaine, any longer to uſe Peritioning, for 
tht due right and: liberty is denied and debarred. Wee muſt, 1 ay wee muſt, if wee will 
recover- our ſelves and. our Priviledges, uſe ation. - Neceſſity hath no law, and extream 
danger driveth tocxtream meancs. 
And now know for certaine, yee Trayterous paity , yee falſe decciprfull men, whoſe 
hearts are ſerupon wickednefle, and whoſe heads deviſe milchicfe, and

all men as yee +or felon by the Law looſeth nor any of his franchizes, poſſeſſions and eſtare, 
would bedcne before he be conviR: let Ceſar have his duc, and us the free Commons 
unto, ours : if nor, I doubt not, but you will in due time have yours : Ifthe King 
be King Ic himrajgne : if he have otherwiſe deſerved, why proceed ye not 
l: gally againſt him, that the World may ſee and judge, and ye be cleared of all calumny 
and aſperfion ?
